Quake Shakes 
Area While 
Winds Howl 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — An 
earth, tremor described by a top 
expert as “a clear-cut quake” 
rumbled through Indiana Wed­ 
nesday evening, rattling dishes 
and frightening Hoosiers. 
“It 
was 
just 
a 
clear-cut 
quake,” said Dr. Judson Mead, 
head of the seismic laboratory 
at Indiana University at Bloom­ 
ington. “I could feel, 'the waves 
in my house sitting in a chair. 
This is just, a, very big guess, 
a seat of the pants guess, but 
I would say it covered Western 
Indiana and Eastern Illinois.” 
Mead’s delicate recording in­ 
struments at the university fail­ 
ed to measure the force of the 
temblor but it wras rate! around 
4.5 on the Richter scale. 
The epicenter was believed to 
toe near Mattoon, 111., a city 
west of Terre Haute. 
Mead called it the biggest 
quake in this area “in. the 25 
years I’ve been here.” 
The jolt came shortly after 6 
p.m. EST when Hoosiers al­ 
ready were reeling from th t 
effects of a devastating series 
of tornadoes and frightened by 
dozens of tornado warnings is­ 
sued in a steady stream by the 
weather service throughout the 
afternoon and evening. 
Many residents of an area 
stretching from Fort Wayne in 
the north to Evansville in the 
south reported feeling the trem­ 
or and hearing dishes rattle. 
Reports came from Tell City, 
Princeton, Vincennes, T e r r e 
Haute, Seymour, Franklin, Shd» 
by ville, 
Rushville, and many 
other communities. But nobody 
reported any damage or injury.

tornado in years Wednesday as

hi»gh as $5 million dollars. 
Hardest hit in Rush County 
was the O’Neal Trailer Court 
approximately 2 miles south of 
Charlottesville. The trailer court 
housed 11 trailers and all were 
totally destroyed.

Over 40 Dead As Tornadoes Slam Across Hoosierland

Governor Bowen viewed from 
a 
helicopter 
today 
stricken 
areas of Indiana where more 
than 40 persons were killed by 
a string of vicious tornadoes. 
Bowen took off under clear 
skies this morning with Gen. 
Alfred Ahner, commander of 
the 
Indiana National Guard, 
which sent 750 troops to help 
in the disaster areas, and Indi­ 
ana State Police Superintendent 
Robert DeBard. 
His office said a ‘conserva­ 
tive count” of casualties indi­ 
cated 41 killed, 769 injured, and 
property damage of $70 million. 
Aides 
said 
Bowen was up 
late Wednesday night and arose 
early this morning to keep in 
touch with the situation. He 
participated in a briefing at the 
Stout Field command post this 
m rning before his flight. 
“The governor was obviously 
saddened and concerned and 
determined that every possible 
-e >u ce 
be 
set 
in 
motion 
quickly as possible to deal with 


the problem.’’ 
an aide said, 
adding that Bowen had high 
praise for the conduct of the 
National Guard, Civil Defense 
and State Police as well as lo­ 
cal agencies which responded 
rapidly to the situation. 
Before he left, Bowen talked 
by phone 
with White House 
aide James Faulk, verbally re­ 
questing emergency disaster re­ 
lief funds for Indiana. 
The 
governor’s 
office 
said 
Small Business Administration 
and Department of Housing and. 
Urban Development field teams 
would come to the state to sur­ 
vey the damage and study re­ 
lief measures. 
A mid-morning count of cas­ 
ualties from Indiana Civil De­ 
fense, state police and other 
sources showed at least 43 kill­ 
ed and 769 injured. 
Hundreds if not thousands of 
families 
were 
homeless 
and 
property losses were estimated 
into the tens of millions of dol­ 
lars as a result of the worst 
round of storms in. nine years. 


At least four tornadoes or 
lines of tornadoes weaved their 
snaky 
trunks 
through 
small 
cities, 
towns 
and crossroads 
villages 
in several 
hours of 
agony that added up to another 
lethal natural disaster for twis­ 
ter-conscious Hoosiers. 
Fear More Bodies 
When darkness came a little 
later, it cloaked the full effects 
of the frightening storms and 
rescuers viewing the devasta­ 
tion in the glare of searchlights 
f eared the toll would climb hour 
by hour until vast heaps of rub­ 
ble were searched pile by .pile 
for bodies of other victims.

authorized 
the use of Indiana National 
Guard troops for help to strick­

Guardsmen 
poked their way in military 
vehicles 
into 
debris - strewn 
areas through roads and streets 
littered with rubble and teed to' 
help local residents, volunteers 
<ind rescue personnel as best 
they could. 
But there was a feeling of 
helplessness 
in 
many 
places 
where the destruction was vir­ 
tually complete and nothing was 
left standing to protect. 
List of Towns 
The list of communities and 
rural areas near them hit by 
the tornadoes was long—Roch­ 
ester, Madison, Mon.ticel.lQ, Han­ 
over, 
Fountaintown, Kennard, 
Hamburg, Parker - Farmland, 
Palmyra, 
Branchvile, 
Daisy 
Hill, Chelsea, Otterbein, Enochs- 
burg, Borden, Lafayette, Talma, 
Atwood, DePauw, to name a 
few. 
Hospitals from the Ohio River 
nearly to 'the southern, tip of 


Lake Michigan reported opera­ 
tions on a disaster basis as hun­ 
dreds of injured were accepted 
some 
critical, 
some 
serious, 
some lucky to escape with cuts 
and 
bruises 
that 
permitted 
treatment and release. 
It was the worst tornado and 
the worst disaster in Indiana 
since the Palm Sunday twisters 
On April 11, 1965, when 149 per­ 
sons in this state were killed 
and many others died in Illi­ 
nois, Ohio, Michigan and Wis­ 
consin storms. 
Oddly, nature chose to spawn 
an earthquake over Hoosierland 
in the very hours when the state 
was writhing in the pains of the 
tornadoes. 
An earth temblor rated at 
least 4.5 on 'the Richter scale 
shook much of the state shortly 
after 6 p.m., rattling dishes in 
homes and startling residents 
nervous from a record 24 tor­ 
nado warnings issued by the 
National Weather Service in In­ 
diana, during the tragic day. .No­ 


body was hurt and no damage 
was reported. 
Four Twister Paths 
There 
were 
four 
clear-cut 
paths of the tornadoes as they 
roared through the state in mid 
and late afternoon. 
One hit Hoosier soil near the 
Ohio River town of Leaven­ 
worth 
and 
moved 
northeast­ 
ward past Hanover and Madi­ 
son, crossing into Ohio. 
Another 
rolled 
from 
the 
B ro w n s t o wn a r e a no rthe a s t w a r d 
through the tiny Franklin Coun­ 
ty community of Hamburg and 
on into Ohio. 
A third 
appeared to have 
touched down first at F: tun tain- 
town, a few miles southeast of 
Indianapolis, and. poked north­ 
eastward through Kennard and 
to the Winchester area and into 
Ohio. 
The fourth swept from Illinois 
past the Lafayette area into 
Monticeilo, the Rochester area 
and northeastward toward Mich­ 
igan. 
Neighboring states, particular 


lv Kentucky, were hard hit. On 
the banks of the Ohio River 
within 
sight 
of 
the 
Indiana 
shore south of Corydon, the 
town of Brandenburg was dev­ 
astated and at least 30 persons 
were killed. 
First Was Fountain town 
The first report received by 
UPI of a tornado hitting a Hoo­ 
sier 
community 
came 
from 
state police who said. Fount a in- 
town was hit. That is a small 
town along U.S. 52 at the inter­ 
section of Indiana 9 between 
Greenfield and Shelby ville. 
From 
then 
on, 
new towns 
were added one by one over a 
period of many hours. First re­ 
ports told of no deaths. Later, 
two were reported, killed. The 
toll grew to eight dead, then 10, 
then 11, then higher. 
One at a time, tragic reports 
filtered in. 
Mrs. LaVaughn Sprinkle was 
killed near Branch ville when a 
school bus in which she and her 
husband were riding toward the 
Perry Central school was titled 


50 feet into the air by a tor­ 
nado. 
Fifty homes were destroyed 
or badly damaged near the 
Hanover College campus on a 
bluff above the Ohio River. 
The Clifty Creek power sta­ 
tion of Indiana 
&, 
Michigan 
Electric Co. near Madison was 
damaged badly, and the Clifty 
Falls State Park Motor Lodge 
nearby was ruined. 
Two persons were killed at 
Big Turkey Lake in Steuben 
County near Angola.

WASHINGTON (UP!) - Sen­ 
ate supporters of public financ­

“ Uncle Jon inspired the twins," 
Zion said "When they were little 
kids they would watch him and

played on had a combined re­ 
cord of something* like 120 wins 
and 20 losses, the latter includ­ 
ing the openers in the four-team 
finals of the state tourney in.

FARMLAND VALUES 
Based on a survey of over '600 bankers in the 
Seventh Federal Reserve District, farmland 
values rose at the fastest rate, percentage­ 
wise. in 1973 than in any year in which the 
survey has been conducted. 
The average value of good farmland 
increased 24 per cent during the year, the 
survey revealed. 
As pointed out in the Agricultural Letter 
issued by the Reserve District, this marked 
the third consecutive year in which farmland 
values in the district have risen. 
Illinois bankers reported that farmland 
prices were up 28 per cent. The report for 
Iowa was 26 per cent and for Indiana the rise 
was 24 per cent. 
For the northern tier of Indiana counties, 
the rate of increase was 19 per cent. However, 
the central section of the state, including such 
counties as Decatur, Rush and Shelby 
Counties, the increase in 1973 was listed at 27 
per cent. 
The higher valuation of farmland reflected 
higher net income in 1973 and the preceding 
year as we I as prospects for strong demand 
in 1974, both in this nation and abroad. 
The Agricultural Letter states that cash 
receipts from marketings in the states in the 
Seventh District jumped 44 per cent for the 
first 11 months of 1973 This was about seven 
percentage points above the increase posted 
for all farmers in the nation. 
For the 11 months through November, the 
largest increase. 51 per cent, came from crop 
marketings. Cash receipts from livestock and 
allied products rose 27 per cent. 
In forecasting the trend of farmland values 
for the first quarter of 1974. 100 Hoosier 
bankers tendered opinions. The results were 
tabulated, as follows: 51 per cent up; one, 
down: and 48 stable. 
Purdue University economists have indi­ 
cated that the average per acre value of land 
and buildings for the year ending March 1, 
1973 was $512. Indiana was runner-up in the 
Corn Belt, second to Illinois at $590. 
In all probability, agriculture will continue 
on a relatively high level in 1974, although this 
may not mean a sharp rise in farmland 
values. These must be priced so that 
purchasers can gain a satisfactory return on 
their investment. 
It seems to signify that after a number of 
years prior to 1970 when agriculture was 
considerable below the level of most industry, 
the outlook for the future appears more 
promising.

Courts did not take religion 
out of classrooms, but misin­ 
formed 
school 
officials

Indiana University, operating

religious training to classrooms. 
A summer seminar prepares 
teachers to teach religion while 
o p e r a t i n g 
within 
legal 
guidelines, 
unfortunately, not 
enough 
Hoosier 
schools 
are 
taking advantage of the opor- 
tunities. 
Back 
in 
1963, 
the 
United 
States Supreme court outlawed 
voluntary prayer in schools. It 
did not outlaw and in fact, 
issued an open invitation to 
teach religion. All to many 
looked to the negative aspects 
of the decision rather than at 
what could be done, and called 
for the time consuming process 
of a Constitutional amendment 
to permit prayer. 
The First amendment of our 
Constitution states: 
'‘Congress 
shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free 
exercise 
thereof.” Banning of voluntary 
prayers appeared to many to 
be "prohibiting the free exer- 
cis 
thereof,” 
and the 
court 
decision 
came 
under 
bitter 
attack. National polls disclosed 
some 75 to 85 per cent of 
Americans opposed the decision, 
yet Congress in eleven years 
has failed to art upon legislation 
to change the situation. 
Constitutional lawyers' believe 
that a simple law, rather than 
the time consuming amendment 
would permit prayer. The U.S. 
Supreme 
Court, 
in 
all 
but 
a 
few 
cases, 
only 
has 
j i r i s d i c t i o n as given by 
C o ngress. 
Removal 
of 
jurisdiction in this area by law 
could change the decision. 
The 
Murray 
decision, 
so 
called since it was brought by 
Madeline Murray, now O’Hare, 
went 
further than 
a 
ban. 
Speaking for the court, Justice 
Tom C. Clark said: “It might 
well 
be 
said 
'that 
one’s 
education 
is 
not 
complete 
without a study of comparative 
religion 
or 
the 
history 
of 
religion and its relation to' the 
advancement of civilization.” 
He concluded: 
'“Nothing we 
have said here indicates that 
such a study of the Bible or 
of 
religion 
when 
presented 
objectively as part of a secular 
program of education, may not 
be effected consistently with the 
First Amendment.” 
Justice William Brennan said: 
“Whether or not the Bible is 
involved, it would be impossible 
to 
teach 
meaningfully 
many 
subjects in the social sciences 
or the humanities without some 
mention of religion. To what 
extent, and at what points in 
t h e 
curiculum, 
reigious 
material should be cited are 
matters which the courts ought 
to entrust very largely to the 
e x p e r i e n c e d officials who 
superintend our Nation’s public 
schools. They are the experts 
in such matters, and we are 
not.” 
It is time we put those ex­ 
perts to work in Indiana schools 
and 
demand 
comprehensive 
religious training in accordance 
with the guidelines established 
by the courts. Public school 
teachers 
in 
only 
Michigan, 
California and Wisconsin can be 
certified 
for 
teachers 
of 
Biblical literature. 
Some 100 


Michigan’s 
580 
high 
schools 
offer courses in religion. 
Current 
problems 
w i t h 
discipline, the increasing crime 
and deliquency problems show 
a 
need 
to 
return to basic 
morality. Religion can best be 
taught to the home, and in. the 
churches. However, additional 
training in the schools is well 
worth while. Let’s put religion 
in every Hoosier classroom.

Turkey for Easter? 
Will your Easter meal he 


brunch or dinner? Every family 
has its own holiday timetable 
and the meals have to fit the 
schedule. What should you 
serve? 
Turkey fits anytime. For 
brunch., serve creamed turkey 
on biscuits, or turkey and ham 
on biscuits topped with a cream 
sauce. For dinner, stuffed roast 
turkey is always festive fare. 
Although you may not think 
about buying turkey in April., 
t h e 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
(USDAl 
reports 
that turkeys will be available 
in near record quantities then. 
This is because new crop 
marketings will, be about 30 
percent larger than the 1971-1973 
c op average and because cold 
storage holding of turkeys will 
exceed this average by an 
estimated 40 percent. 
With turkey in good supply, 
the 
wise 
homemaker 
will 
sharpen up her turkey buying 
skills. Two things to look for 
when you buy turkey are grade 
(quality) and class (age). USDA 
grades about 95 percent of all 
turkey sold in the United States. 
Highest quality birds are U.S. 
Grade A. This means the turkey 
is fully fleshed and meaty, well 
finished and attractive in ap­ 
pearance. U.S. Grade B birds 
may be less attractive in finish 
and appearance than the Grade 
A turkey and not as meaty. 
Grade B is seldom .printed, on 
poultry labels. 
The grade of the turkey does 
not indicate how tender it is. 
For tenderness, check the class 
or age of the turkey. Buy ac­ 
cording to 'the intended use. 
Young, tender mealed classes 
are most suitable for bar­ 
becuing, frying, broiling, and 
roasting. Young turkeys may be 
labeled, young turkey, fryer- 
roaster, young hen, or young 
tom. The mature, less tender 
m e a t e d 
classes 
may be 
preferred for stewing, baking, 
soups, 
or 
salads. 
Mature 
turkeys may be labeled mature 
turkey, yearling turkey, or old 
turkey. 
Whether 
you 
serve 
your 
turkey at brunch or dinner, 
remember it is perishable. Care 
and cleanliness should, be used 
in preparing, cooking, serving 
turkey. Keep it hard-frozen until 
time to thaw and cook promptly 
after thawing. Use fresh cbilled 
poultry within 1 or 2 days. 
Never partially cook 'poultry, 
then store it and finish cooking 


at a later date. Left-over 
turkey, broth, stuffing, and 
gravy 
should 
be separated, 
covered, and refrigerated. Use 
within 1 or 2 days or freeze 
for longer storage.

Growing Vegetables? 
Sow Seeds Of Success: 
Considering recent rises in 
food prices, more people will 
probably be “returning to the 
soil” this summer by planting 
a n d 
raising 
their 
owe. 
vegetables. A. relatively small, 
plot of land can give you a 
continuing supply of garden 
fresh produce from spring into 
fall. 
Many people prefer to start, 
their 
gardens 
from seeds, 
starting some plants indoors 
and the more hardy kinds 
outside before the last frost. 
How you select seeds for the 
garden, however, 
can spell 
success or failure. For this 
reason.it 
is 
important 
to 
carefully read labels on seeds 
you buy and understand what 
they mean. The Federal Seed 
Act is designed to assist you 
in your selection. For most 
seeds, labels required by the 
Act show the name of kind and 
variety, the purity, and the 
germination that. can. be ex­ 
pected. However, for vegetable 
seeds in less than one pound 
packages, only the kind and 
variety name need be listed if 
the seed meets certain gre­ 
mio at ion standards set by the 
USDA. 
If 
the 
germination 
standard is not met, the words 
“Below Standard” must appear 


on the label and the correct 
percentage listed. 
H o w e v e r , 
some 
seed 
manufacturers go a step further 
and give more information. For 
i n s t a n c e , the germination 
percentage often provided on 
seed labels indicates the per­ 
centage of seeds that can bo 
expected to germinate under 
favorable conditions. A listing 
of 85 percent means that 85 out 
of every 100 seeds will develop 
adequately, given ideal care 
and growing conditions. Ob­ 
viously, the higher the ger­ 
mination rate, the fewer the 
seeds you will need The date 
of germination is also helpful. 
Germination declines as seeds 
get older, especially in hot and 
humid areas. 
Other listings that may ap­ 
pear on the label include the 
net weight of the seeds or the 
number of seeds in the package. 
Seed producers usually pack the 
amount needed to plant a row' 
or the number of hills sufficient 
to supply one household. For 
example, 15 or 29 cucumber 
seeds may be enough while 
several hundred lettuce or 
radish seeds may be normal. 
Some gardeners attempt to 
save their own seed from the 
garden to use the following 
year. This is generally a poor 
practice since many varieties 
are hybrids that will not breed 
true to type. The Federal Seed 
Act 
requires 
'that 
hybrid, 
vegetable varieties be labeled 
with the word “hybrid”. 
All states have seed laws 
requiring truthful labeling or 
seed offered for sale. The

Federal Seed Act complements 
these laws by regulating seed 
moving between states as well 
as seed imported into the US. 
USDA’s Agricultural Marketing 
Service administers and en 
forces the law with the aid of 
state seed agencies in each of 
tho 50 states. 
As you select seeds for your 
garden, keep in mind this 
thought: vegetable gardening is 
the relaxing art and science of 
turning love for growing plants, 
into

E. P. Christmas, an agrono­ 
mist, said some plants w e r e 
transplanted in Purdue’s green­ 
house* and observed t b e r e, 
while others remained in. t h e 
fields. 
■Christmas said since most of 
Indiana’s record 1.4 million acre 
of wheat were planted to Ar­ 
thur-type' wheats. 
Plant damage was limited to 
leaf tips and that won't affect 
yields, Christmas said. But more 
tender types such as Blue Boy

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy and Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills have proposed 
a 
$40 
billion-a-year 
national 
health insurance plan to cover 
every American against medi­ 
cal costs regardless of their 
income or their need. 
Under 
the 
proposal, 
every 
person, 
would 
be 
protected 
against health costs from the 
day he was born until old age 
when he would, be eligible for 
'Medicare. The health program 
for the poor, Medicaid, would 
be abolished. 
The 
plan 
would 
pay 
for 
hospital services with no limit 
on the amount or the length of 
coverage; for physicians’ ser­ 
vices in the home or elsewhere 
with no dollar lim it; and for 
other medical services subject 
to an annual deductible of $150. 
The bill contains a "catastro ­ 
phic’ 
illness 
provision 
under 
which the full cost of health 
services would be covered after 
a family had incurred annual 
medical, ex,penses of $1,000. 
It would limit to $1,000 the 
maximum any family would be 


liable 
for in 
any one year. 
Deductibles, 
would, 
not 
be 
applied to services for children 
and pregnant women. 
The plan would be paid for by 
a 1 per cent tax on incomes up 
to 
$20,000. 
There 
would 
be 
additional 
taxes 
for 
each 
dependent. A man with a wife 
and a child, earning $10,000 a 
year 
would 
pay 
about 
$20 
annually in higher taxes, Mills 
said. 
The 
measure, 
which Mills 
said could be passed this year, 
would take effect July 1, 1976, if 
enacted 
right 
away. 
Mills 
announced, 
he 
would, 
sta rt 
holding hearings on it April 24 
and on each Friday thereafter 
until they are completed.
